HAS THE DEPRESSION TAUGHT US NOTHING 
The most profoundly discouraging remarks, 
sometimes, come from the lips of optimists. 
A short time ago an economist issued a state­ 
ment about business conditions. He took a rosy 
view of things. The depression through which we 
have been traveling, he ex plained, was not an in­ 
ex plicable world-shattering catastrophe. It was 
simply a normal recession in activity . We would 
be out of it presently , and a few y ears hence we 
would meet another very like it. Such things 
just happen, he concluded, and there is no use 
getting ex cited about them, because nobody can 
prevent them. 
All o fthis was meant to be optimism. But very 
few people have ever given us a darker view of 
our economic status. 
Probably the one thing that has preserved the 
stability of the great mass of Americans through 
the past y ears has been the belief that out of 
this economic disaster we would draw knowledge 
by which we could avoid similar disasters in the 
future. It has been felt that we are working our 
way , very painfully and slowly , toward a planned 
society in which security would be something 
more than an empty word. Probably it is chiefly 
for that reason that there has been not the 
slightest danger of a revolution, or any thing re­ 
sembling one. 
Now comes our optimist to assue us that all of 
this is just in the course of nature, and that 
our children, a generation hence, will go through 
ex actly what we have been going through now. 


Depressions are inevitable and we must refuse 
to let them bother us. 
No more discouraging forecast could possibly 
be given us. 
A depression, of course, means one thing to a 
comfortably 
situated 
gentleman 
who 
never 
knows what it is to go hungry , to lack'a place 
to sleep or to worry about how his family is go­ 
ing to find means to ex ist; and it means some­ 
thing entirely different to* a wage-earner who 
has lost his job, his savings, his home and his 
hope. Those of us who have been lucky must 
never forget that difference.

In this pamphlet and in an ar­ 
ticle in the Christian Herald, Mri 
Wallace puts forth his New Deal 
ideas on religion and human na ­ 
ture. He say s that “ the men in 
the street must change their a t­ 
titude concerning the nature of 
man and the nature of human 
society .” 
“ It is a belief often ex pressed 
nowaday s that men are born 
greedy , with a strong self-seek­ 
ing strain of meanness inherent 
in their make-up; and that y ou 
can’t change human nature. I 
cannot believe it. It sounds to 
me like a sheltering modern 
rationalization built from the 
despised and all but forgotten 
Puritan concept that only man 
is vile. The real need now is not 
to change human nature but to 
give it a new chance.” 
In common with all reformers, 
he argues for faith in human na­ 
ture, but, unlike many of them, 
he also ex presses grave doubts.

New York, April 14 (/P)—A CWA 
project that wasn’t on the orig­ 
inal schedule got under way to­ 
day when twenty -fiv e men start­ 
ed digging up an acre of ground 
at Riv erhead, L. I. 
The CWA workers are looking 
for plates and $45,000 in bills 
printed on one side only as ev i­ 
dence in the gov ernment’s case 
against nine men and a woman 
held charged with planning to 
flood the country with $2,000,000 
in counterfeit fiv e dollar bills.

Warmer day s call fo r simpler fo o ds, 
co ld dishes and an increased empha­ 
sis o n fruits, v egetables and salads. 
.Such 
meals release many wo men 
jro m their kitchens to gardens, go lf 
o r o ther o pen air ho bbies. 
The pro duce markets o ffer a wide 
v ariety o f inex pensiv e v egetables and 
fruits. Asparagus and cauliflo wer are 
relativ ely cheap; beets, spinach, car­ 
ro ts and o nio ns are really cheap. 
French articho kes are in seaso n and 
as inex pensiv e as they ev er get. New 
po tato es are less ex pensiv e than they 
hav e been and the o ld are co nsequent­ 
ly cheaper. Sweet po tato es are o n a 
priee par with new white po tato es. 
Green Beans Back 
Green stringless beans hav e been 
rather high and o f po o r quality . They 
are again fairly plentiful and mo re 
attractiv ely 
priced. This v egetable 
has so little w aste—o ne po und serv ­ 
ing fo ur peo ple, that it is alway s 
cheaper to serv e than peas o r lima 
beans, o f which two po unds are re­ 
quired fo r fo ur peo ple. Peas are v ery 
reaso nable and o f 'ex cellent quality 
and lima beans are mo re plentiful 
than they hav e been. Eggplant is fine 
and lo w in co st. 
Cabbage is as go o d raw as co o ked 
and sho uld be classed with salad 
greens. So me markets hav e a great 
v ariety o f greens at present, includ­ 
ing ro maine, bo th French endiv e and 
the American endiv e, o ften called 
chico ry , escaro le, watercress, scal­ 
lio ns (green o nio ns), radishes and cel­ 
ery . Other v egetables which are eaten 
raw are carro ts, beets and cauli­ 
flo wer. They are usually cut fine, 
sliced, diced o r shredded and mari­ 
nated in well-seaso qed French dress­ 
ing. Green salads are usually serv ed 


with French dressing and hearty sal­ 
ads with the heav ier salad dressing. 
Fruits Are Plentiful 
Oranges, grapefruit and bananas 
co ntinue to be plentiful, mo derately 
priced and o f ex cellent quality . Rhu­ 
barb is plentiful and cheap fo r the 
seaso n and strawberries will pro bably 
be cheaper this week. Apples are ex ­ 
pected to be lo wer in price. After 
warm weather arriv es apples tend to 
be mealy and sweet rather than tart 
and juicy , so enjo y them during the 
nex t few weeks. Fresh pineapples are 
arriv ing in greater quantity . It is 
well to keep in mind that this fruit 
must be co o ked fo r use in gelatin sal­ 
ads 
o r 
desserts. 
So uth 
American 
grapes are fairly plentiful and lo wer 
in price than o ften. 
The meat news is interesting. The 
spring v eal seaso n is beginning and 
this meat is delicio us if well co o ked, 
lo ng and gently , and co v ered after 
bro wning. Baby lamb is still scarce 
and ex pensiv e, but will be generally 
av ailable befo re lo ng. Year-o ld lamb 
is mo derately priced again. Beef co n­ 
tinues to giv e the mo st v alue fo r y o ur 
mo ney . 
Yo ung ducks, abo ut three mo nths 
o ld, are a delicio us fo o d. They weigh 
between fiv e and six po unds and serv e 
fo ur peo ple. They are co ming into o ne 
o f their peak seaso ns. 
Salt water fish are again plentiful 
and fairly inex pensiv e. Lake fish are 
still high but smelts are running and 
sho uld o ffer a real feast this week.
